On April 20th I returned from a three-week trip to 
Laos and North Vietnam, In North Vietnam I spoke 
with officials responsible for communication betvieen 
pilots held in detention there and their families 
here. The following information was emphasized to 
me by the North Vietnamese authorities and we are 
anxious to make sure that you are aware of it: ^ 

1) The Vietnamese recommend that families use the 
air-letter form (enclosed) for correspondence, 

2) Communication to pilots should be limited to 
natters of family and health, 

3) Pilots are allowed to receive one letter per 
month and one package every other month (not 
over six pounds in weight). 

Detention Camp authorities have said that they do not 
wish to receive several letters and/or packages per 
month for a given pilot from different members of the 
same family. Families should make arrangements for 
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The North Vietnamese authorities indicated that from this point 
forward, they will not! feel responsible for forwarding letters and 
packages that da not adher to the above. - - ~ 

If the letter form is mailed directly It esn go in another envelope 
but the mail route, "via Moscow, U.S.S.R,,"^ should definitely be in- 
cluded in the address. If letters are sent to the Commit tee -of Liaison 
for forwarding please enclose^but do not affix stamps as we send letters, 
on in packets. The Committee cannot forw^d packages for families. 

While I was In Hanoi, Prof. Douglas Dowd of Cornell University and I 
met with three pilots: Cdr, Robert^ Schweitzer ofr Lemoore, California; 
Cdr. Walter Wilbur of Virginia Beech and Lt. Col. Edison Miller of 
Santa Ana, California. The three men were in good health, and said 
they had dally exercise and reading material. The three pilots ad- 
vised uo that they bad been getting letters and packages- from their 
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Richard Fcrnendcz wcmo - pape Z- 



famlliec, and asked that packages Include toilet articles end canned 
foods, in particular they mentioned soap, ehaving cream (no razors 
or blades), toothpaste-, powdered milk and cream, instant cofxoe and 
non-melting candy. They said they do not need clothes. 

Also, in my discussions with the Vietnam Committee of Solidarity 
with the American People, the Committee of Liaison’s contact in North 
Vietnam, we confirmed that since December over BOO letters have^been 
sent from Hanoi through the Committee of Liaison. Of those, 156 
letters are still on their way from Hanoi to fam.ilies here. 

We hope that this information clarifies some aspects of correspondence 
for you. If you have any further questions please do not hesitate 
to contact us.

The letters are to go to gov-, 
emments of combatant and 
noncombatant nations urging 
humane treatment for prison- 
ers and their earliest possible 
release, 

Fleig noted that there arc 
now ICOO Americans who are 
known prisr*ners of enemy 
forces in North Yiclnam, South 
‘Vietnam and Laos or are miss- 
ing ill acli^ui.

THOMPSQN SAIll^inat cur- 
ing his 33 mojilhs in cdplivity, 
his diet was inadequate and his 
weight fell from 183 to 105 
pounds. And he wasn't treated 
any different than other pris- 
oners, he added. 

The prisoners w’alked from a 
Korean prison camp lo one in 
China 700 njilcs away during 
their captivity and their only 
lood was corn, rice and soy- 
beans. he reported. 

The Genova Convention on 
the Treatment of Prisoners 
had little or no effect in the 
Korean and Chinese prison 
camps in which he was kept, 
Thompson recalled, at least 
not until the prisoner issue 
became a worh^ concern. 

'“After world opinion played 

upon the Comi/unists. thei’ 
began lo treat ihe prisunen 
belter. ** he reponed. 

THO.MPSON’ said that nq 
soldier desires lo be captured. 
'‘No one feels it is being a hero 
to be a prisoner,” he related, 
“and sometimes as a prisoner 1 
fell it w'ould have been belter 
to have been killed,” 

He urged all citizens to let 
the U.S. government and other 
.national governments know* 
that there is concern about 
prisoners of war. 

“We owe it lo the prisoners 
to try these people (the cap- 
tors) in the court of world 
opinion,’' Thomp.son remoi ked. 
‘Tcll them to releare the sick 
and wounded and to allow let- 
ters tc be exchanged. , 

“AND WITH pressure,” he 
predicted, *‘wc w’ould probably 
have a prisoner exchange even 
before the war is over.” 

Kleig said that his son-in-law 
wvis captured by the North 
Vioinamese while on a U.S. 
Air Force mission on Oct. 17, 
1967. It wasn't Deo. 23, 
lyKi, Hurt Oddi’s family first 
learned Hial lo was alive, as 
the first letter home arrived. 


Since then there have been a 
haU dozen \vitcrs from 

the prisoner allov,ed through, 
each on stationary with only 
six lines, containing only as- 
surances of good hcaltli and 
expressions ol family love. 

“To know that he h alive is 
a tremendous relief,” Fleig 
said, “but now \0e fear for his 
survival.*” 

HE POINTED OCT that Ihe 
V«orlh Vietnamese Uo not allow 
the International Red Cross lo 
inspect the prison camps in 
tliat country. 

“The prisoners who have 
been released indicate the 
treatment is inhumane and ilic 
medical faciliiies primitive.” 
Fleig went on. “They .^peak of 
solitary confinement for pro- 
' longed period.s ol time, living 
in cages, improper diet, re- 
moval of fintjernails. 

• “Naturally you can appre- 
ciate our d^ep ranee rn for 
Don's welfare!” 

He said that when a joint 
session of Congress was called 
on Sept. 22 for a report by 
former astronaut Frank Bor- 
man on the prisoner question, 
only a few of the members of 
the Senate and the House 
showed up. 

“I canT help but feel my son 
is among America's 1600 for* 
gotten heroes,” he com- 
mented. 

After Fleig also urged the 
audience to write lo the mem- 
bers of Congrchk, lo the gov- 
ernment of Ncrlh Vietnatn, 
and lo whoever »lse might be 
involved or coitd help, Le 
Favour (old the club members 
lo get wriiing.

range of materials. However, U.S. Customs 
officials at Kennedy Airport v/ere interested 
only in the whereabouts of the letters. Mr. 
Scheer opened the two packets of letters for 
the Customs officials to see. They then took 
him into a private room and demanded that he 
turn over the mail, saying, “TTe must open it

Finally, the 
Customs officials agreed to place the letters 
in bond, where the packages were officially 
sealed and a receipt given to n.r.

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Mo explanation has’ been offered by anyone for the 
seizure of .the mail, and no guarantees have been made that 
this v;ill not happen again. On Thursday afternoon the 
State Department assured me that the mail was available 
to be claimed and expressed concern that it be forvrarded 
iimncdiately to relieve anxiety of waiting families. We 
reminded the State Department that it was the government 
*that had seized the mail in seeming disregard for the fam- 
ilies/ prisoners, and the future of communication betvjeen 
them. Mr. Scheer off erred to meet v;ith representatives of 
the State Department at the airport to discuss the situation 
and see: what could be done to prevent future occurrancec of ‘ 
this narure. His request was rejected. When he went with 
Ronnie Davis and myself to reclaim the mail, he was unneces- 
sarily harrassed, and the press was ejected from observing 
the reclamation, despite the fact that the very same people 
had'Observed the seizure. t-Then he finally got the letters, 
Scheer immediately transferred them to the Committee of 
Liaison for distribu,tion. 

We are very distressed about this incident. This 
delivery of mail brought first letters from previously con- 
firmed prisoners for four families, some of whom had had 
no mail for five years, We have devoted considerable time 
and effort to maintaining a reliable and efficient cliannel 
for communication between you and the pilots. At the ini- 
tiative of the North Vietnamese both the volume and frequency 
of mail has increased. The pilots have been receiving in- 
creasing numbers of packages, including* a wide assortment of 
food, medicines, clotbf.ng and various kinds of games, 
are not responsible fer tVia cq.nceq icnces that acts of govern- 
mental interference may produce.

Pirsx or alr^et me. say that I am touched core than I can say by 
many o£ the letters, I have received and in any case am deeply moved 
by the plight of the ner themselves and of those who love- then and ' 
are separated from them under extremely painful and difficult cir- 
cumstances. Unfortunately, as I eim sure most of you realize, in 
most cases there is all too little that I or any other iuncrican can ' 
do to be of help. Before I discuss what may and may not be possible; 
hov/ever, lot me apologize for not being able to v;rite each of you 
y.rrsonally, promptly, and in adequate detail. I have literally been 
s'i.cr.pcd by. letters and phone calls. Even if I had no other v;or!;, I 
doubt if I could keep in proper touch witli all those who have v;rittcn, 
but unfortunately, ny work requires .that I travel a great deal and, 
particularly when. I am out of tovm there is often a gap between the 
tiruo your letter arrives and the time I an able to read it, let alone 
.. jar.3v;cr it. However, if there is anything that can or should bo done 
in ny absence, ny associate, Barbara Webster j makes sure that it io 
• taV.on care of promptly.. Because I don^ t like to keep you in suspense 
in a matter as heartrending as that v.’hich has occasioned your letter 
aijd because I am ashamed already to have kept a number of you v/citing 
far too long, I have finally decided to v/rito this memo, v/hich Darbera 
can send-out at once to everyone. . Whenever possible wc will write 
ycu-.indiyidually as v;cll, and v;i.ll certainly do so if at any time 
xo have more precise information that -applies to you personally.

In our contacts i/itn ^».p.orican prisoners, 

of them vjcro threatened or sL.. uck by angry peasants, vihon mey 
chutod dovm or were separated from their unit, but were protected and 
v.’c3 1 treated and erred for as soon as the militia or other represen- 
tatives of the govcrnr.iont took them under control. On my second visit 
I was alloxjod to visit a prisoncr-of-v;ar camp in Hanoi and to talk 
freely and at length v/ith two of the prisoners. I always distrust such 
situations, no matter who the captor or captive is, because I knov/ that 
the situation is highly artificial and that, even with the best of in- 
tentions, a prison is a prison. ’.Zilly nilly the prisoner is under cx- 
troiao psychological pressure, just from the fact that it is a prison, 
that he is dependent upon his keepers, is separated from his loved ones 
etc. 5o I do nt \^'int to ovarstross what I saw or v/as told -(by cit' e:* 
thc Vietnamese or the U..0. prisoners) but everything that T did see a*/* 
hoar was encouraging.

In the cx>urse of the Vietnaa war, l^rks have 
built between the people of Vietnam and Americans 
who oppose the war through ntuAorous :acc tinc/s and 
conferences* These meetings have taker, place In 
Europe, Canada, Cuba and Southeast Asif and have 
included people from both the DeMcrrtic Republic 
of Vietnam CHorth Vietnam) and tlic Natl on dl Libera- 
tion Front of SouthVietnam (now part of Uit Pro vi- 
sional Revolutionary GoverniLen^K 


In these meetings the Vietnamese have aXwayr> .^tressoc 
a distinction between the U*S* government, whom they 
hold responsible for the policy of war, end U*S* 
people, whom they believe still value the goals upon which thi . country 
was founded — independence, justice, freedom and equality • Th.is zzrtiC 
distinction is evident to those Americans who have visited Korth Vietnam 
B'md found that even though the nation is armed to defend itself, the 
j>5ople are encouraged by their government to believe that the American 
people are basically decent and humane « 

it is therefore understandable that the Vietnamese should indicate their 
Jb^sic confidence in the American people through the peace movement 'which 
'ithey believe embodies American Ideals, rather than the governnent . And 
the past, the Vietnamese have asked the peace movement to receive 
U*S* servicemen — primarily pilots whose planes were shot down — w^en the 
Korth Vietnamese government has decided to release them. On three 
separate occasions — February 1968, July 1968 and July 1969 — the peace 
movement has gone to Hanoi and returned with released servicemen; on 
one occasion an American peace activist went to Phnom Pe‘*ih, Caiabodio 
to receive three released NbP captives. 

In addition, Americans visiting Hanoi have frequently carried letters 
there at the request of families, and have brought back letters from 
servicemen* There have also been occasions when American pracr activists 
have met prisoners and talked with then, 

Functions of the Committee 

A Committee of Liaison has now been established ar. an extension oj 
these past efforts at the request of the North -Vie tna;»^ose. As on posi 
occasions, the peace movement is responding to a requos;: by the Victru * 
mese to meet a specific, immediate need and is not in any sons^ repre- 
senting the government of North Vietnam*

Clarification 


Two clarifications are in order: first, it should be noted that the 
Committee will be dealing solely with the government of North Vietnam 
and will not have any information on non held in South Vietnam by the 
Provisional Revolutionary Government. Nor will we be able to provide 
information at this time concerning men held in Laos or any other South- 
east iisian country where U.S. troops and aircraft are presently involved 
in combat missions. 


Secondly, the Committee will function entirely apart from the U.S. govern- 
ment. The U.S. government has frequently made it more difficult for the 
Vietnamese to be open to the concerns of iunorican families by using the 
families' genuine desires es a propagenda ploy. The government has 
further attempted to provoke r.n angry response from the Vietnamese by 
publicizing unsubstantiated and inflammatory testimony from fliers al- 
ready released.; apparently, the gov'crnr.cnt has decided to jeopardize 
existing communications and the possibility of future' releases for the 
sahe of propaganda aimed at ‘ prolonging the v/ar. The North Vietna- 
mese arc also very aware that the U.S. government's claims of humani- 
tarian concerns are contradicted by tlic well-documented policy of tor- 
ture and brutality practiced on prisoners taken in the South by U.S. 
and Saigon trooms. 


In addition to all these factors, there is the simple fact that the 
resolution of the fate of all the servicemen now hold in North Vietnam 
waits ultimately upon a U.S. decision to end the war a.nd withd.raw all 
it5> forces and nr?toriGl,

We firmly believe that the safe return of these men and the half 
million others that the U.S, maintains in South Vietnam, Laos, Thailand 
and aboard naval vessels — who can also be viewed- as prisoners, prisoners 
of their own government since many have been sent to fight in a war 
against the dictates of thoir ovin conscience — can only come with r. de- 
cision on the part of the U.S, government to withdraw from Vietnam. 
Because of this conviction, i/c who arc serving on this Committee v;ill 
continue our efforts to create popular pressure strong enough to force 
the government to withdraw. 

Wo arc active in a variety of organizations committed to ending the 
war: American Friends Service Committee, the Now Mobilization Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam, Clergy f'^nd Laymen Concerned about Vietnam, 
VJomen Strike for Peace, The Conspiracy, and Itonon Against Daddy v;ar- 
bucks.

On April 20th I returned from a three -week trip to 
Laos and North Vietnam.

1) llie Vietnamese recommend that families use the

2) Communication to pilots should.be limited to

3 ) Pilots are allowed to receive one letter per 
month and one package every other month (not 
over six pounds in weight).

The North Vietnamese authorities Indicated that, from this point 
forward, they will not feel responsible for forwarding letters and 
packages that do not adher to the above.

You may be interested to know that during oy visit to North Vietnam I 
was able to deliver a second contribution of open heart surgical equip- 
ment to the Benh Vien Viet- Due Hospital in Hanoi in keeping with a long- 
standing Quaker concern for civilian siifferers on both sides of a war. 

Following my departtire from North Vietnam I traveled on to Quang >Ngai 
in South Vietnam to visit the American Friends Service CoiDidttee (Quaker) 
rehabilitation project for civilian casualties. 


I have asked ny colleagues in Philadelphia to mail this letter to you 
prior to sy return to the United States, so that you might know more prompt- 
ly that your letter has safely arrived in Hanoi and was given to the appro- 
priate North Vietnamese authorities with ny specific request 
delivered to the individual addressee.

Kuch of the mail sent has obviously gotten 
thry, but some has been returned, or may wait for 
long periods for Irregular flights . The Vietnamese 
are using hand delivery only for getting mall to' 
the US because of the risky and unpredictable postal 
channels. Mall has been delayed and has taken months 
to arrive. They now wait for delegations to bring It. 
Last month we sent 250 letters to North Vietnam with a group. All 
mall presently in the office will be delivered with the next group.

seizure of the p\ai3 , and no guar ur. tees have been made that 
t!iir will not happen again. On Thursday afternoon the 
State Department assured roc that the mail was available 
to be claimed and expressed concern that it be forvrarded 
Inunediately to relieve anxiety of waiting families, vie 
reminded the State Department that it was the government 
that had seized the mail in seeming disregard for the fam- 
ilies# prisoners# and the future of communication between 
them. Mr. Scheer offerred to meet with representatives of 
the State Department at the airport to discuss the situation 
and see what could be done to prevent future occurrances of 
this nature. His request was rejected. VThen he went with 
Bennie Davis and myself to reclaim the mail# he was unneces- 
sarily harrassed# and the press t^as ejected fron^ observing 
the reclamation# despite the fact that the very same people 
had observed the seizure. I'lhen he finally got the letters# 
”r. Scheer immediately tr?,rss£erred them to the Committee of 
Liaison for distribution. 


Tie are very distressed about this incident. This 
delivery of mail brought first letters from previously con- 
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no mail for five years. He have devoted considerable time 
and effort to maintaining a reliable and efficient channel 
for commuriicatioi'i betvreen you and the pilots. At the ini- 
tiative of tht North Vietnamese both the volume and frequency 
of mail has increased. The pilots have been receiving in- 
creasing numbers of packages, including a wide assort.ment of 
food, medicines, clothing and varioxis kinds of games. Vie 
are not responsible for th: conr:':iq:i:inces that acts of govern-

Fof Ihc paM year and a half, the O.S, 
ha% condemned ihc Nonh Vitina- 
inese for their treatment of captured 
Americans. The North Vietnamese 
are portrayed as evil captors who un^ 
rcienticigly harass American prison- 
ers* The American prisoners arc 
portrayed as virtuous men who find 
themselves in North Vietnamese pris- 
ons through an unfortunate and 
totally fortuitous series of events* The 
-prisoner-of-war problem” is depicted 
as an issue unrelated to the bombing 
and fighting that have been taking 
place in various pans of Southeast 
Asia throughout the past decade. 

Although this elTort succeeded in 
persuading the North Vietnamese to 
adhere more closely to the formal 
requirements of the Geneva Conven- 
tion on Prisoners of War, ii is based 
on two lalsc premises: (1) that the 
Geneva Convention can be applied 
without difficulty to the conHict in 
Vietnam and (2) that the United 
States and its allies conform to the re- 
quirement of tltc Convention* (The 
Geneva Convention was drafted in 
1949 to deal with the problems of 
conventional warfare on European 
battlefields, it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to apply these provisions to 
a guerrilla war in Southeast Asia.) 

The United States pays only mini* 
mal attention to the Convention when 
It is not in its interest to do so* 
American soldiers frequently torture 
captured Viet Cong in order to obtain

unite. Even nnore ircquently, the 1J.S. 
pennits the Saigon forces to torture 
prisoner: after cafrture and through- 
out ClKir period of captivity. The U.S. 
has failed to punish in any signifk'am 
way soldiers who have killed or>tnis- 
treated enemy captives, thus elevating 
this practice to an rrfheta! policy. The 
U.S. also coiKli.«cts a ftfogram of terror 
w ▼ ic» V ung pufiucai vaure a 

program that operates with total dis- 


regard for Ihc safeguards of the Ge- 
neva Convcniion. Finally, because of 
its desire to give the American public 
the bleakest possible view' of what the 
enemy's prison camps arc like, the 
Pentagon has muzzled freed Ameri- 
cans who want to talk about the ex- 
periences they had in captivity. 

The furor that . has been created 
over North Viefnam’s prison camps is 
undcrstaiHlable from a human point 
of view. There arc men in prison who 
have been separated from their fami- 
lies for a period longer than in any 
previous war the United Slates has 
been involved in. One man has now 
been in Hanoi over six years. 

The furor nonetheless docs an in- 
justice to the North Vietnamese, who 
have probably treated their captives 
better than any other nation fighting 
in Asia during this century. During 
World War II. prisoners of war in 
Asia were killed and allowed to die 
with little remorse. Twenty-seven per 
cent of the prisoners held by tlie Jap- 
anese during that war died* and a 
shockingly high percentage of the 

Japanese held in Allied camos failed 

■ 

to survive captivity. The Irealment of 
prisoners during the Korean war was. 
at best, primitive. And the handling 
of captives by the United States and 
the &igon govemmem is in many 
respects worse than that of North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong. 

It is in this perspective that North 
Vietnam's prison camps must be ana- 

lodged against the North Vietnamese 
are the accusations of physical abuse 
brought back by two pilots a year 
ago. These charges art serious indeed, 
but the manner in which the Penta- 
gon has handled public information 
about North Vietnam's camps makes 
it difficult to accept the statements at 
face value.

At the elaborately stased press conference in -the audi* 
torium of the BetUesda .Naval Medical Center. Navy Lieut. 
Robert F. Frishman and Apprentice Seaman Douglas B. 
Hegdabi said they had been tortured, by being put in 
small, ovenlike rooms and exposed to mosquitoes and 
rats. They also assened that they had heard that other 
prisoners had received even worse treatment. 

Until this press conference the authorities had not per* 
milted any of the nine freed prisoners to give the press 
more than the most general int'ormation about their ex* 
pericnccs. Wives of the pilots still in North Vietnam have 
similarly been discouraged from talking about the letters 
they receive from prison. The Defense Department's ex* 
planation of this muzzling has been that public discussions 
might dissuade Hanoi from releasing pilots in the future 
or cause them to retaliate against those remaining in prison. 

After the torture-chamber talcs of Frishman and Heg- 

dahl, it seems h;u'd to imagine how additiooal discussion 

could jeopardize the pilots remaming in North Vietnam^ 

but the day after the press conference^ officers of the 

Pentagon^ Public loformatioo Division phoned the seven

Most of the seven followed these insiructioos and have 
oODdnued to elude reporters* However* one pilot who 
ftloasedtn August 196S, Maj. Joe V* Carpenter, expressed 
surprise at the statecnems made by Frishman and Hegdahl. 
Although he would not go into any details because of the 
orders* Carpenter said he had not been tortured to North 
Vietnam nor had he heard of anyone being tortured, ‘Un 
ftneral,*' he stated* treatment was good/* When asked 
why the Defense Department would not allow him to 
speak freely even after the press conference.

Aside from the issue of the Pentagon's motives, the 
details given by Frishman and Hegdahl raise some doubis 
about their broad charge of "torture.” The only first*hand

Lieut Comdr. Ricbard A. Stratton, who made a well 


publicized coofessioa in March 1967, gave his suiement 
only after having been stning up by his wrists and having 
his fingemails pidled out. 

The confessioa was delivend through a loud-speaker to 
a Hanoi press conference at which one American photog- 
rapher and a Japanese television crew were present .An 
American voice from behind a curtain gave a long state* 
ment about the war. When this was completed Straoon 
appeared from behind the cumin. He bowed deeply 
several times and then left without speaking. When the 
American photographer reported this scene, the United 
Sutes protested that its pilots were being brainwashed, 
a charge which Frishman and Hegdahl now endorse. 

It is hard to believe that Straubn actually had his finger- 
nails pulled out, however, when none of the many persons 
who have seen him have reported physical harm. Because ' 
of the storm oi protests which foUowed Stratton's "con- 
fessior:.” North Vietnam invited many visitors, including 
Americans, to meet Stratton. Nobody reported seeiiig any 
scars or missing fingernails. Pictures taken of Stratton 
when he appeal^ from behind the curtain show that his 
hands were visible to the reponers. none of whom reported 
any injury. Pictures taken of Stratton in prison later show* 
him to be a bit downcast, but in good health.
